103 for the reasons set forth In the prior office action. Particularly, it is primary facie obvious to employ lutein in cat or dog for improving 
immune response, absent evidence to the contrary, since lutein have been provento be effective in improve immune response in mouse 
and have been suggested to be similarly useful in human. If applicants consider their results presented in the specification are unexpected 
as to the improvement of immune response in dog or cat for a agent genreally known to be useful for mammals, they should present 
evidence showing the unexpectedness. Further, the claims are obvious (over Ito) because feeding animal with lutein are genrally known 
and the claimed method comprising the essential same process (feeding cat or dog with lutein).
